"I have told Mr. Burleson that when-

Summer Students Warns Against 


Possible Dangers, However.

Madison, Wis., July 20.—State Su- 


perintendent C. P. Gary lauded 
the 


practical ends of education as its best 
justification, in an address 
to 
the 


students at the summer session of 
the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin 
this 


morning. He said in part: 


"What are the ideals o£ education 


in a democracy? 
First, that 
every- 


body shall have the opportunity for 
an education to the extent that he is 
capable of receiving education profita- 
rty. 
Second, that part oE his ecluca- 


:ion shall have reference particularly 
to his unique personal gifts or natural 
capabilities. 
Third, that he shall, at 


any time, find .it possible to supple- 
nent the education that comes from 
following an occupation by competent 
nstruction in the principles oE the 
iractice or art involved in his occupa- 
:ion. 
In other words, the ideal is to 


educate all the people all the time by 
one means or another, and that the 
education shall be in the direction of 
the most efficient citizenship. 


'It is a mistake to think we edu- 


cate for industry as an end in itself. 
The ends we seek in education, even 
vocational education, are intelligence, 
nsight, knowledge of organized soci- 
ety, skill, joy in work that has human 
significance. 
Anything short of such 


ligh ends means the exploitation of 
the individual in the interest of sor- 
did gain. It is to make of the work- 
man a cunning, self-adjusting, human 
machine. 
Society does 
not 
want 


merely a man's hands, no matter how 
left and skillEul they may be; but it 
does, in addition to his skill, want the 
product of his brain, his unique con- 
;ribution whatever it may be, that he 
s.inherently capable of giving. Adap- 
tability, so necessary in our changing 
ndustries, is the result of intelligence 
and insight. 


"Democratic education 
must con- 


sciously aid young people in discov- 
ering their latent powers, and in fincl- 
ng the work, which will be to them a 
ioy and an inspiration. This cannot be 
done by confining our education 
to 


the traditional subjects, heretofore 
lound in our courses of study. ' Educa- 
;ion must reach out into the active 
world and seize upon its activities, 
educe them to educational form and 
utilize them for purposes of instruc- 
;ion. 
In this way schools will give 


motive to their work, both pupils and 
parents will readily see the great and 
enduring value of such an education. 


* * We can never get away from 


the teaching of the school arts, read- 
ng, writing, ciphering and the like, 
but such things must not occupy, in 
the future, the time of the student to 
the exclusion of all preparation for 
active life in the world."

proposed plan for the co-operative de- 
velopment of 
northern 
Wisconsin 


lands under the state's supervision, 
for which Gov. McGovern. has named 
an investigating committee, the 
ex- 


pense of administration is expected to 
be very small. It is expected that a 
third clear profit will accrue for the 
benefit of the cornrmmal -fund,-which 
is to finance common improvements. 


Besides the land, there 
will be 


revenue from the store and other co- 
operative activities, according to the 
plans already worked out, so that it 
is believed that within ten yearrs the 
communal fund in a colony of 25,000 
acres will amount to $250,000. Under 
the plan proposed, a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars will be invested in co- 
operatively-owned 
property, backing 


up university extension and state aids 
to agriculture, in the space ot about a 
government township. 
The 
money 


will come in slowly, and it will tax the 
skill of the colonists to get along the 
first year or two,'but it is pointed out 
that the scheme affords a basis for 
community credit, and with public 
men and political platforms demand- 
ing public loans to tanners, it is be- 
lieved it should not be impossible to 
put banking credit back of a colony 
whose fiscal affairs are controlled by 
a state commission. 


Another ot the startling features of 


this plan is that the country is to own 
the town. A village is to be laid out, 
but it is to be the property of the rural 
colonists. 
Whether they sell or lease, 


or develop it with their 
communal 


funds will be tor the people to decide. 
But whatever they do, it is to be theirs 
and the income will be for the com- 
mon good. 


Albert L. Williams, the author 
of 


the plan, said today: 


"I plan no capital stock for any of 


these feafcuers, nothing that will make 
two classes, stockholding 
and non- 


stockholding, in our community. 
If 


I am right, then something .very close 
to the ideal lies near at hand. Not 
alone as a solution of the land ques- 
tion, but of all those problems that 
involve a right relationship between 
the individual and society in an agri- 
cultural community. Not the "patent 
nostrum'1 of any political heresy, but 
a mere application of the Wisconsin, 
Idea, a square deal to the colonist. It 
will not do to compare this plan with 
that of any of the model cities 
or 


communal 
settlements that 
have 


flourished and passed away for in this 
there is no n'ligioius basis, no interfer- 
ence with the allo'ulal character oC 
titles, no interruption oE normal do- 
mestic life.

THE "SUCKERS" STILL BITING. 
The federal authorities have taken 


drastic measures to break up swind- 
ling by the use of the mails. But ac 
cording to figurrs just made public by 
Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, 
this 


especially despicable form of rascal- 
ity, "is still flourishing. 


During the last fiscal year the sum 


of money stolen from "suckers" by 
th'e use of the mails was greatly in 
excess of' what they gathered in the 
year before. 
This despite the fact 


that-1,963 arrests were made on com- 
plaint of victims. It ris impossible to 
know the extent of this thievery, as 
only a relatively small part of the 
cases are detected by the Postoffice 
Department or come to its attention. 
Mr. Hitchcock estimates that durin 
the past few years Americans have 
bee swindled out of more than $120,- 
000,000 through the mails in get-rich- 
quick schemes. 


The difficulty in obtaining convic- 


tinos after arrests are made is shown 
by the fact that out of the 1,963 per- 
sons arrested during the last fiscal 
year, only 452 were sentenced to pun- 
ishment. An interesting fact in this 
connection is that Christopher C. Wil- 
son, the chief promoter of the wire 
less telegraph swindle, who is under 
a heavy .prison sentence, is enjoying 
a vacation in New York from 
At- 
lanta penitentiary, and that President 
Taft is considering a pardon for Wil- 
son's agent on the Pacific Coast, who 
raked in millions for him.

of business until the states get after 
them in earnest.

Secretary Stone of Wisconsin Delega- 


tion at Chicago Gives His 


Views of Wisconsin. 


Suggesting that Wisconsin electors 


who think that they cannot support 
President Taft, take no action ut this 
time, .Tomes' A. Stone, secretary of the 
Wisconsin delegation to the Chicago 
convention, in 'a letter to A. C. Ander- 
son, 
Menomonie, who resigned says 


that an electoral vacancy can be filled 
by the proper party committee up to 
eight days before the November elec- 
tion, or by convening the delegates to 
the national convention and nominat- 
ing in the same way that the original 
nominations were made. 
"Immediately after the convention," 


says Stone, "delegates organized under 
the leadership of Roosevelt for the 
purpose of forming a new party based 
chiefly upon the'allegodV' fraudulent 
organization of the convention.' 
Jt 


must be conceded that one who en- 
tertains the opinion that the conven- 
tion was controlled by fraud, is in 
duty bound to say so and in some 
manner make an effective protest.

Crabs are in season from May to 


September, they are 
at their " best 


in July and August. How to prepare 
them, is often a sealed mystery to 
•home cooks aii'd, in any event the 
first process is unpleasant to both 
crabs 'and cooks; if cither of thorn 
have "nerves" they are apt to be in 
evidence when the water begins 
te 


boil for like lobsters they are first 
plunged alive into boiling water. 


When they have boiled for five min- 


utes throw a tablespoon of salt into 
the water and continue the boiling for 
twenty-five minutes' longer. 


"Let 
them cool in the water then re- 


move the claws, if they are 
hard 


shells, raise the apron and remove 
the body from the back of the shell, 
pull away the "deadmen" that protect 
it on each side. Avoid touching the 
eyes and the gall bag back of them. 
Put the meat on ice until ready to 
use. 


Soft shells must be handled Qiiickly 


and cooked and finished with haste 
and eaten immediately. Cut out the 
.gall jsack |an'd Ithe ieyes, 'raise 'the 
apron and remove everything but the 
edible meat. 
The deep fat they are 


to be fried in should be hot and ready, 
tHp the crabs first in beaten egg then 


in rolled crumbs and lay in a frying 
basket. Plunge them into the fat and 
cook until a fine brown. Serve with 
tartar sauce. 
This is the most pop- 


ular way o£ cooking them. 


Fish, dealers and delicatessen stores 


now sell both lobsters and crabs that 
have been boiled and are ready to 
finish in any style, as .most cooks do 
not understand the preliminary prep- 
aration. 
Twenty crabs 
will furnish 


one pound of crab meat. 


Crab croquettes with curry sauce, 


or crabs scalloped with cheese, 
or 


stewed with tomatoes, or boiled and 
served witli maitre rt' hotel butter are 
simple wnys 'of dressing ;t.he meat 
after it. is secured. 


Creole bisque of crabre is a highly 


seasoned mixture tasting moro of the 
spicy ingredients that give it its name 
than of the delicate flavored crusta- 
ceans. 
A half pound of cooked rice, 


a half pound of crab meat and a half 
cup of butter are rubbed to a paste 
and added to two quarts of rich stock. 


This is seasoned with nutmex 
salt 


and pepper and minced okra; small 
peppers 
and sliced 
tomatoes 
are 


added and the whole simmered forty 
minutes, then a little dissolved corn 
starch is added to give body. 


Recipes for cooking crabs would be 


incomplete 
without 
directions 
for 


deviling them. 


Coney Island 
deviled crabs 
are 


•perhaps 
the most famous 
in the 


world. 
Twelve .crabs -will 
furnish 


enough meat to fill niiie shells. After 


they are boiled 
remove the 
meat, 


breaking it as little as possible. Scald 
a cup ot cream in a double boiler, add 
to it a tablespoon of butter and Horn- 
blended together. 
When it is smooth 


and thick add the crushed yolks of 
four hard boiled eggs, halt a teaspoon 
of salt, a little paprika, a sprinkling 
of pepper and hall: a teaspoon of lem- 
on juice. Put in the crab meat and if 
more seasoning is needed add it.' A 
bit of curry powder is liked by some 
while others insist that mustard com- 
pletes the flavoring more satisfactor- 
ily. 


Put this mixture into the washed 


and dried crab shells, round it over 
the sides and press it down well, so 
none of the frying material may en- 
ter. 


Now baste the 
filled shells 
with 


beaten egg and water arid sprinkle 
with fine crumbs. Fry two at a time 
in very hot fat. IE they are to be 
browned in the oven instead of in. tho 
fat omit egging them and spread with 
melte'd butter and crumbs.

care is given, 
to their 
inspection. 


They are sortort according to size a 
if any have died during the trip to 
land they are 'thrown out.

of lemonade without sugar, buttermilk 
and fruit drinks are permtssable. Sac- 
charin supplies the place ot sugar 
when needed without any of its harm- 
ful effects. 


Gout Is apt to follow an attack of 


rheumatism because of the large ac- 
cumulation of uric acid in. the system. 
Whenever it is found in. tho system, 
even in small quantities, special at- 
tention should be paid to the diet. 


One wise old proverb to follow is to 


"eat less, work more, worry less, walk 
more." 


Only just food enough, to sustain the 


body should be eaten. 
Eating 
too 


much is very harmful. Three slender 
rnenls a day, with nothing between 
meals, are sufficient.1

If milk causes gastric disturbances. 


In. a quart can, 
put five grains of the extract of pan- 
creatln, a pinch of baking soda and a 
gill of water; shake'and add a pint of 
milk. Put into a warm, place for an 
hour.

and a gr-ay'iBh yellow In color, acald or 
put-on Ice to prevent further digestion.
